Adenauer Influence 


Will Still Be Great 


While the Western world learns with 
regret that Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, 
the grand old man of postwar West Ger- 
man politics, will retire from his post this 
year, it takes heart from the fact that 
his influence will remain on the scene. 

He is certain to be chosen as pres- 
ident, a post which carries more prestige 
than power. But because of his unique 
position in his country, his influence will 
continue to be considerable. 

At 83, Adenauer not only is admired 
and respected in Germany but in ell 
Western nations. Throughout the post- 
war era, it has been his superb intellect 
and iron will which have steered West 
Germany from the despair of defeat and 
moral degradation of Hitlerism back to 
self-respect and economic self-sufficien- 
cy. He firmly has maneuvered the West 
German state into an alignment with the 
free nations and to a greater degree of 
democracy than the Germans have ever 
known. 

The West and Germaffy owe a great 
debt to Adenauer and acknowledge it. 
While his health has remained good, 
there has been considerable worry over 
his age and how West Germany could 
replace his leadership. His retirement to 
the presidency apparently offers the 
wisest solution. 

There is no lack of leadership in West 

but it has been so overshadowed 
by A uer that few others are known 
outside the country itself. In recent 
months he has been accused of inflex- 
ibility and rigidity, especially in foreign 
policy, and in a sense this is true. New 
leadership in opening the way for new 
approaches could prove ahealthy de- 
velopment. 

But even #6, it is comforting to know 
that Adenauer will not be out of the 
picture. His courage and his refusal to 
compromise with tyranny—whether it be 
that of Hitler or the Communists—has 
earned for him an enduring place in 
history. His call to serve his country 
came almost by accident but he has ac- 
quitted himself with honor in one of the 
most difficult periods mankind has 


known. 


State Moves To Protect 


Interests of Citizens 


Creation of a Criminal Division with- 
in the State Law Dept., announced yes- 
terday by Gov.

Certainly in this 
area there has been demonstrated a grave 
weakness in Georgia's government which 
has contributed to unrestrained and 
wholesale corruption. 

There is every reason for confidence 
in the appointment of Robert H. Hall, 
deputy assistant attorney general, to 
head up the new unit, Mr. Hall is con- 
sidered one of the most able young at- 
torneys in government, with a splendid 
reputation for integrity and application 
to his duties. We heartily approve the 
appointment. 

We trust that Mr. Hall will be given 
as much latitude as is necessary to prop- 
erly carry out his duties. Past inability 
of the department to see or find anything 
wrong with obviously shady practices bad- 
ly has shaken public confidence in Mr. 
Cook's administration of the department. 
It is true, however, that the department 
has been loaded with increasing numbers 
of civil cases. 

Work of Paul Cadenhead and the Ful- 
ton County solicitor continues to prove 
there is ample work to be done in 
cleaning up state government of corrosive 
graft and corruption. We hope Mr. Hall 
can take it over and follow through to the 
finish in protecting the interests of the 
people. ?

Gov. Collins Cites Folly 
Of Padlocking Minds 


It remains to be seen whether Gov. 
LeRoy Collins’ deeply sincere and moving 
appeal to the Florida Legislature not to 
adopt legislation to close schools will be 
accepted. 


Florida has a pupil placement law 
which enables the state to control inte- 
gration according to local conditions. Re- 
ferring to this, Gov. Collins said: 


“We have had no riots. We have had 
no disorders reflecting discredit on our 
state . .. there has been no stagnation 
of business .. . we have kept the peace 
and, of more importance, we have main- 
tained our dignity, our honor and our self- 
respect, I urge you calmly to compare 
the record here with the record else- 
where. Would you trade our state’s po- 
sition for that of any other state?” 

The governor, in urging the Legisla- 
ture to avoid any new legislation, said: 
“The people of Florida want to open 
schools, not close them. They want better 
schools—not weaker ones. They want 
continued economic progress, not stag- 
nation. ... Certainly you have it within 
your power to take the state off this 
course and down other trails leading no- 
body knows where. I implore you not to do 
this... . I urge you never, never, never 
to set up any plan or device by which 
our public schools can be closed. When 
you put a padlock on a school you pad- 
lock minds—the minds of children .. .” 
Tt was an eloquent ~ It met 
with considerable hostility. There are 
men in the Florida Legislature, as in oth- 
ers in the South, who want to ck 
schools and minds. It remains to be seen 
whether they, or common sense and dig- 
nity, will prevail. 

Gov. Collins’ stature long has been 
such that another eloquent statement of 
principles could not add to it. It does, 
however, direct attention to it and em- 
phasizes that here if the South is a gov- 
ernor of great courage, intellectual hon- 
esty and belief in American principles.

Constitutional Obligations! 


Gov. Vandiver well said in his address before the GEA that the 
State of Georgia would live up to its contractual obligations and pay 
the schoolteachers their salaries regardless of whether the schools 
remained open or were closed. Such a statement was perfectly true. 
This the state most certainly must do. 


The teacher contracts are val- 
id debts of the educational sys- 
tem of Georgia. Georgia can do 
nothing less than honor them. 

There is another obligation of 
the state, however, of equal hon- 
or and dignity as this. The Con- 
stitution of the State of Georgia 
expressly states that the furnish- 
ing of an adequate education to 
the children of Georgia is a ‘“‘pri- 
mary obligation’ of the state. 

Here, too, is a binding obliga- 
tion to which the state has com- 
mitted itself in the basic law of 
Georgia. As it would be dishon- 
orable for Georgia not to live up 
to the obligations incurred in her 
contracts, it would be equally as 
dishonorable for our state not to 
live up to the obligations as- 
sumed under our Constitution. To 
shut down our system of public 
education, to close our public 
schools and to nullify the com- 
pulsory school attendance laws 
would in every respect be an 
abandonment of the solemn ob- 
ligation to which the people and 
the state have committed them- 


es. 
Any renunciation of any obli- 
tion made by the State of Geor- 
, be it contractual or constitu- 
, if such obligation is valid 
be a disgrace on the name 


| ae; 
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Of this second solemn and bind- 
ing obligation the governor said 
nothing. It is not reasonable to 
believe that it did not occur to 


hir1. It is written in the funda- 
mental law of the state for all 
to see. It is in no respect in vio- 
lation of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, In this obligation is gathered 
togethér the strongest virtues we 
have as a people. It is our bul- 
wark upon which rests not only 
the education of our children, but 
also economic and moral 

For unless our children are edu- 
cated the entire fabric of our civ- 
ilization will inevitably fall into 
chaos and ruin. 


It will not suffice to say that 
private schools will meet the’ 
needs forced upon us by the 
abandonment of our public 
schools. These have been tried 
and found wanting. There is not 
one scintilla of evidence to show 
that they can do it now. Neither 
will private schools suffice to 
meet the obligation of Georgia 
to furnish an adequate educa- 
tion to its citizens, 


And so in thinking of our de- 
termination to meet our obliga- 
tions let us not overlook this ‘“‘pri- 
mary obligation” as laid down in 
our Constitution. If our great 
state is to retain its honor it 
must meet all of its valid obliga-

NEW YORK—The increasing capabilities of 
Soviet submarines have focused renewed atten- 
tion upon the United States Navy's construction 
program for missile-firing undersea craft. Two new 


types of Soviet 


submarines have been reported. One may have as its main armament - 


a 200-to-500-mile rocket. 

There have also been repeated, 
though as yet unconfirmed, re- 
ports that the first Soviet nuclear- 
powered submarines are under 
construction. 

Soviet submarines have done 
far more deep-sea, long-range 
cruising in the last two~ years 
than in any prior period. 

Four Soviet Type-W; or long- 
range conventionally | powered 
submarines, are now stationed at 
Saseno Island near Albania.

Last Resort 
School Bill 


Backers Oppose 


Governor’s Plea 


TALLAHASSEE (UPI) — The 
drastic “‘last resort” school shut- 
down bill was introduced in the 
day-old Florida Legislature Wed- 
nesday, on the heels of Gov. 
LeRoy Collins’ urgent plea that no 
new segregation laws be passed. 


Rep. J.W. McAlpine of Hamilton 
tossed in the controversial bill, 
which would permit an election to 
close a school in times of racial 
strife. 


He served notice he will fight 
to pass it over a gubernatorial 
veto, if necessary. 

The “last resort” bill was. one 
of three segregation measures 
offered Wednesday, and more are 
expected before the session gets 
much older. 


Rep. Jack Inman of Orange in- 
troduced the bill to let county 
officials set up separate schools 
for boys and girls. The race issue 
was not mentioned, but sponsors 
said no school board is likély to 
resort to it except to offset the 
fear of racial intermarriage in 
the event integration is forced. 


The much publicized Reedy bill, 
appropriating a half million dol- 
lars toward a Southwide campaign 
to “sell” the North on segrega- 
tion, was tossed into both houses. 


The measure, authored by Sen. 
J.A. Boyd of Leesburg, Rep. Doyle 
Conner of Bradford and others, 
specifies the Florida meney can- 
not be spent unless at least four 
other Southern states put up simi- 
lar sums. It would create a five- 
man committee, appointed by the 
governor and confirmed by the 
Senate, to handle the publicity 
program. 

The Senate, meanwhile, beat 
down, 31-7, attempts to set up a 
special seven-member race rela- 
tions committee to handle nothing 
but segregation bills.

Increases in crime, particularly 
in Metropolitan Atlanta, were 
spotlighted Wednesday at the 
State Capitol in questions put by 
members of the Atlanta Citizens 
Crime Committee to the three- 
member parole board—Carney, 
Chairman William H. Kimbrough 
of Greensboro and Mrs. Rebecca 


L. Garrett of Butler. 


Crime Committee Chairman | 
Morris Abram asked what can be | 
done to halt the ‘‘substantial in- 
crease in crime rates of the past | 
five years.”

“We can certainly correct lax- 
ity in police departments,” Car- 
ney replied, ‘‘and we can certainly 
stop the stealing by public of- 
liciais.”’ 


The upsurge in crime also can |

meated the schools and caused us 
to raise up a bunch of undis- 
ciplined hyenas.” 


Kimbrough singled out “rapid 
industrial development” with

“WASHINGTON — The adminis. 
tration is planning to ask Con- 
gress for a new refugee admis- 
sions law to contribute to a dra- 
matic evacuation of European 
refugee camps. 


The administration will seek 
visas for refugees on an annual 
basis and a kitty of $3,000,000 to 
join in a worldwide effort spon- 
sored by the United Nations. 


The number of visas to be re 
quested annually could not be dis- 
closed. It is understood that it 
would provide for a great deal 
more than the 14,500 refugee visas 
allocated in a law passed in 1957. 


The significant feature of the 
new law is that it would provide 
for the refugee visas on a yearly 
basis. Thus it would be recog- 
nized that for many years to 
come, the U.S. would seek to 
bring refugees to these shores.

BOSTON (AP) — A Massachu- 
setts legislative committee turned 
down Wednesday a proposal for 
a posthumous pardon for Sacco 
and Vanzetti, central figures in 
the world-renowned murder trial 
of the 1920s. 


The Joint Committee on the 
Judiciary came out against the 
pardon with a statement calling 
attention to constitutional amend- 
ments which vest pardoning pow- 
er solely in the governor and the 
Massachusetts Executive Council.

Three big forest fires burned | 
out of control Wednesday on the | 
rugged slopes of Lookout Moun.- | 
tain and about 10 smaller fires 
broke out in the same northwest 
Georgia area.

What's happening to the image of American womanhood? 
In destroying the picture of the good, the pure, the modest (you 
should excuse the expression) “‘lady,’"’ have we weakened the 
foundations of American morality? 


A Navy chaplain thinks perhaps we have. 


One of the liveliest, funniest, most serious and thoughtful 
speeches heard in Washington by members of DACOWITS was 
made by Father John J. O’Connor who is attached to the Navy. 


Father O’Connor evidently wants to bring back into accept- 
able usage the word “lady” and the image of the lady as some- 
body worth working for, fighting for and, perhaps hardest of all, 
worth living for. 


He spoke not only from the point of view of the serviceman 
but he had the results of many questionnaires and counseling 
sessions to show that women in the services are intensely inter- 
ested in being this old-fashioned, lately ridiculed person, the gentle, 
dignified, well-mannered lady. 


The chaplain took off with what he vowed was his only claim 
to fame: “I taught the people who taught Grace Kelly.” 


And while he was on the subject of the former Philadelphia 
convent school girl he hit his stride by referring to a recent maga- 
zine survey on ‘‘What Makes Grace Kelly Different?” He read 
“this important and significant” piece, the priest said, and he 
wanted to quote what one male movie star answered. Princess 
Grace, this actor contended, “‘has class—and I don’t mean class 
like a lady but class like a race horse.” 


This answer, coupled with a child’s definition of a lady— 
“somebody who has ethics but no morals’’—sums up significantly 
the way our national concept of womanhood has slipped, the chap- 
lain said. The class of a race horse is to be desired above the 
class of a lady ... a lady is somebody who has ethics but no 
morals. 


Father O’Connor said it is still true that women are the strong- 
est influences for good or for ill in our society. A man’s wife, 
mother or sweetheart set the pace for what he will become, what 
he will strive for. But the concept of woman has been diminished 
and cheapened by many things—hours of violence and ‘‘toughest 
of the tough’’ women pouring out of television sets, 
occupation with sex by movies, advertising, books and magazines.

“But if one murderer came into this room,” he pointed out, 
“would it matter that the other 48 people in here are good people. 
If this room were hermetically sealed and somebody turned loose 
a few, only a few, tuberculosis germs in here, if we all just sat 
here it wouldn’t be long till we were all infected.”

Onion prices are unchanged 
from last week’s levels. Na- 
tionally, supplies of old crop 
all-purpose potatoes are about 
12 per cent larger than a year 
ago.

TOP QUALITY 


Bananas of top quality and 
price should not be passed up 
by the food shopper.

That late flowering does more 
for woman’s mind, nervous sys- 
tem, body and morale than the 
rocking chair could ever do. 


She receives more than she 
gives by this part-time transition 
into the outside world; she reaps 
benefits in the health that comes 
from mental and physical activity. 
She blooms from the lack of 
leisure of the old type and from 
newly found interests which help 
her to grow old less aware of 
age’s handicaps and more alert to 
the great needs of the world 
about us. 


All hail to today’s women who 
interpret leisure as opportunity to 
do things. We'll keep the rocking 
chair as the symbol of the “‘good 
old days,”” but let’s live the mod- 
ern way! What say you, girls, old 
and young?

South’s three heart bid is not 
justified by the holding, for such 
a call even when not vulnerable 
should be based upon a hand 
which rates to take about six 
tricks. His hand merited a jump 
over-call to two hearts which is 
also a pre-emptive bid. 


North’s action is disapproved on 
two grounds. Inasmuch as South 
has announced a hand containing 
strictly pre-emptive values, 
thoughts of slam should not be 
seriously entertained. Further- 
more, the Blackwood call is not 
calculated to help North solve 
anything. If South has an ace 
there is no assurance that hearts 
are solid, and then surely declar- 
er will be subject to the loss of 
at least one diamond trick. There 
is the further consideration that 
a contract of five hearts is by no 
means safe. 


West opened the seven of dia- 
monds. East took the queen with 
the ace and returned the jack of 
the suit which declarer won with 
dummy’s king. At a quick glance 
it appears that declarer’s one 
hope rests with finding the single- 
ton or doubleton queen of hearts 
with East so that only one trump 
trick need be yielded. This was 
unlikely from the bidding and had 
declarer proceeded on that basis, 
the hand would have been set, 
for East would rise with the ace

standings. Baltimore, a mere 100-to-1

* Other than finishing out of the 
f money annually, the two foes have 
> something else in common .. . a pitch- 
- er by the name of Billy Loes. 


Loes, an outspoken citizen who 
was dealt to Washington as punish- 
ment for popping off, has been de- 
clared unfit to pitch for the Senators. 
Consider that the Senator pitching staff 
surrendered almost five runs a game 
last year, and you get an idea of 
Loes’ condition. 


Baltimore Manager Paul Rich- 
ards said this spring in Florida 
that he didn’t care how loud and often Loes sounded off, just 
as long as he pitched. When it became obvious that Loes couldn’t 
pitch, not even for the Orioles, Richards traded Brooklyn Billy 
to Washington. 


Calvin Griffith was enraged when he discovered that the Birds 
had dealt him a “‘lemon."’ The talent-shy Senators are already over- 
stocked in that commodity. 


Griffith threatened to haul the Orioles before Commissioner 
Ford Frick unless the deal, in which Vito Valentinetti was sent to 
Baltimore, was cancelled. Frick, of course, seldom takes a stand 
on anythifg more positive than declaring that baseball is still the 
national pastime. 


Presumably, Baltimore General Manager Lee MacPhail as- 
sumed that even Frick would rule on this matter. At any rate, Mac- 
Phail agreed to call the whole thing off. He probably didn’t mind 
returning Vaientinetti nearly as much as he did having Loes re- 
turned.

—An Easy Decision for the President 


In case you didn’t keep posted on Loes’ activities this spring, 
he pitched only seven exhibition innings. However, he put on an 
exhibition at virtually every stop. 


During one of his many interviews, Loes modestly disclosed 
that, if it hadn’t been for Loes, no one ever would have heard 
about Manager Paul Richards. 


Just to get the season off to a sporting start, Richards and 
Manager Cookie Lavagetto should flip at home plate before the 
game to determine which manager has to keep Loes. 


Even before the first pitch, Washington has now lost two pitch- 
ers, President Eisenhower, who usually launches the Senators, de- 
cided he’d rather putt than pitch. And anyone who's played the 
Augusta National course and seen the Senators play can easily 
understand how the President arrived at his decision. 


Vice President Richard Nixon is filling in for Mr. Eisenhower. 
Fortunately, he has to make one, possibly two pitches, for the 
Senators. Poor Pedro Ramos, who'll follow the Vice President, must 
pitchfor the*tlub.all summer. 


The Senators haven't won a pennant since Joe Cronin, the 
American League president, was a boy wonder way back in 1933, and 
it seems appropriate that Washington loyalists flared up and fright- 
ened Griffith into keeping the Senators out of Minneapolis. They 
belong in a city where deficits are common. 


—Yankees Are an Overlay at 1-3 


Actually, the American League race doesn’t start until Friday 
when the Yankees welcome their Boston cousins into Yankee 
Stadium. There’s more than a possibility that the race will last no 
longer than the first Yankee game. The folks in Las Vegas have 
installed the champions as a 1-3 favorite, the lowest odds in Ameri- 
can League history. Even that price, it seems like an overlay. 


Over in Cincinnati, there’s no assurance that the Reds will wel- 
come in the new season with a triumph over Pittsburgh. But you 
can bet that Mayo Smith’s men can outrun or outshoot any team 
in baseball. 


Terry Brennan, who used to work for Notre Dame, conditioned 
the Reds. Lucky McDaniel, now in Atlanta teaching Westminster 
students how to Wyatt Earp, held post-graduate classes for the 
Reds at Tampa. He later instructed the Chicago White Sox. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the Reds can hit, but after watching 
Lucky I'll guarantee you they can fire. You'll recall that the Reds 
shot out of the gate into the N. L. cellar last year. 


The game will also provide Cincinnati fans an opportunity 
to meet their latest manager. Mayo Smith, dismissed at Phila- 
delphia, is the third pilot employed in less than a dozen months. 


Unlike the American League runaway, the National race prom- 
ises to be sensational right down to the wire, to coin an old phrase. 
San Francisco, Pittsburgh and Cincinnati appear capable of unseat- 
ing Milwaukee. The defending Braves have looked more like chumps 
than champs in Florida, but Fred Haney says he’s not interested in 
winning exhibition games. There are folks who believe too many 
of the Braves simply aren't interested. 


Over the long, hot summer, sAowever, you have to string along 
with Milwaukee and superior pitching. And, as mentioned, the 
Yankees are probably a super bargain at 1-3. As Professor Casey 
Stengel so shrewdly sums it up: The only way most of the clubs 
could cause him trouble would be if he had to manage them.
